rangements are very deficient, and the propor- 


tion of sickness and death in their ranks is many 
times grenter than in ours. A. large sliaro of 


their troops were either drafted or impressed 
into the service, and are thoroughly sick of hard 
usage, exposure, and bard fare, 
course, deserting in equads, and those who re- 
main can hardly escape decimation by the sharp 
frosts and cutting winds of November, In cay- 
alry sloné have they a real euperiority of force, 
and cavalry, without ample forage just where it 
is wanted will be of emall account after tho 
grass fuils or bas been exhausted. We doubt, 
therefore, the ability of the rebels to increaeo 
the effectiveness of their force, though they may 
add somowhat to its numbers. 

That our own uumbers might be, should be, 
larger, is true; but we have never yet bad a sut- 
ficiency of the most effective arms for our 
tually enlisted. Uniforms, blankets, hospi 
eommodations, wagons, &c., have generally been 
also doficient. That everg requisite is now being 
rapidly provided is true, but men are more abundant 
yet than materiel, and enterprises of great promise 
have: beon deferred for Jack of erms rather than 
of soldiers. Wo hold, therefore, that tho efticiency 
of tho Union armies is boing increased every dey, 
not co much by increased numbers and improved 
drill as by Jago supplies of cannon, small arma, 
ammunition, ehoes, overcoats, and camp equipage, 
while liltle or no corresponding improvement is 
effected on the part of tho Rebels, Wo know that 
they nro not nearly 80 well prepared to encounter 
tho exposures and inclemencies of an Autumn 
paign as our soldiers are; we know that t 
far more by want and sickness, havo many times 
tho number on tho sick list, yet aro far more de- 
ficient in hospital necommodations, than wo are. 
Hence wo belive that every hour's postponement 
of the decisive action that must goon be fought on 
the © is auspicious to the national cause, 
and that, should Gov. McClellan camly but yigi- 
lantly await an attack, the chances are a hundred 
to one in favor of a Union triumph. 


Thoso who sre diesatisfied with our abstinence 
from criticism on the management of the Na- 
tiooal cuuse, should consider that nearly every one 
of the errora and abuses wo formerly exposed and 
reproved have been corrected. Our officors no 
Jongor throng the hotels of Washington; their 
soldiers aro not econ drunk ebout the streata of 
that city, or riotously assailing its dens of in- 
famy; they aro kept in their camps, and etoad- 
ily drilled, not mercly by companies and regi- 
monts, but by brigades and divisions, as thoy 
never were previous to tho Bull Run disgrace; 
every effective regiment offurtd is at o 
copted without queation, and patriotic officera no 
longer dubco attendance for weeks in digni 
anterooms only to be yruffly repulsed at last with 
the chilling newer, “We want no eayalry— 
“Gen. Scott's plon of the campaign docs not 
‘‘contemplate the employment of cavalry.” If

‘That “Poaco hath her victories no less ro- 
“nowned than War,” ia an old discovery; but 
the victory just achieved for tho Union causo in 
California bas, though bloodless in itself, o sig- 
nificance which moy well dismay tho armed focs 
of the American Union. 

California, from tho hour of its cossion to this 
conntry, hos been o battle-ground between North- 
ern and Southern ideas, Sho was mado a Free 
State under Gen, Taylor's Administration rathor 
by good management than by avy deliberate pur- 
poss on the part of her adventurous, migratory 
population. - However, tho flood of Southern im- 
migration had not then fairly eet in; but it oon 
after became formidablo, and it included many 
shrewd political manogers of both the Whig and 
Democratic partic, Most ot the former pro- 
fessed Democracy on the subsidence of the Amer- 
ican pnd rise of the Republican party, so that 
in several counties the Democratic ravk and filo 
Lave for years been officered and guided by men 
who had for twenty or thirty years been implu- 
cablo Whiga of the Pro-Slavery etripe. Tho pat- 
ronago of tho Federal Government during tho 
two last Administrations, but especially during 
Mr. Buchanan's, was thrown into the Southern 
scale, the San Francisco Custom-House being 
fawilinely known throughout the State as “ tho

OUR STATE ELECTION, 

Tho Peoplo of the State of Now-York haye ro- 
solved to try for once tho exporiment of electing 
State Officers and Legislatora in utter indopen- 
dence of party trammels. Lo this end, they have 
fromed a State Ticket composed in good part of 
eminent citizens hitherto holding the most diveree 
political opinions. There ha been no attempt 
to disarm or soften prejudice by selecting for 
nominees men who have heretofore expressed no 
decided opinions on the exciting topica which 
have from time to time engroased the public 
mind, but Whigs, Democrats, Free-Soilors, 
Hunkera, Baruburnera of the most uucompro- 
mising stamp, closely follow each other, and 
will bo voted for with equal heartiness ond reao- 
lution, The masses are convinced that the old 
porty isaues haye no pertinence, tho old party 
watchwords no charm, in view of the terrible 
ordeal to which the Republic is now enb- 
jected, What mnttera it that o citizen was 
Inst year o Republican or a Democrat? 
Who cares whether he aupported Douglas or 
Breckinridga, Lincoln or Bell? Tho only im- 
portant practical quostion is— Does ho now 
“atand unqualifiedly by the Union against armed 
“ond menacing rebellion? Does bo insist that 
“the Goverument eall be upheld, and tho re- 
“«bellion be put down? Is be in favor of ex- 
“pending the last dollar, the last cartridge in 
«defending. tho Union and the Constitution?” 
If ho is, nobody carca for whom be voted Jost 
year, nor with what party he may aot noxt 
year, in caso there should then be room for 
parties, If ho goos heart and soul for putting 
down tho rebellion and upholding the just au- 
thority of the Government, ho is sound on tho 
ouly question in which tho people feel any decided 
interest. If ho be honest, capable, and thorough- 
ly, heortily in favor of sustaining tho Govern- 
ment in its struggle with foul rebellion, be will 
do; otherwise, not. 

‘Tho Peoplo'a Union movement has this day tho 
hearty support of two-thirds of our citizens. 
Ite State Ticket will bo elected by over ‘One 
Hundred Thousand minjority, unless it bo loaded 
down by unpopular legislative aud local nomina- 
tions. Here is the only danger; and it cannot 
be too vigilautly watched wor too streuuously 
reaisted. 

Every new and popular movement in polities 
naturally attracts to its eupport the delris of all 
wrecked and faded party organizations. It ia a 
pool of Bethesda, into which all the politically 
halt and maimed, tho palsied and the crippled 
hasten to plunge, in the hope of being healed of 
their infirmities. That these should attach them- 
aclvea to such a movement ia inevitable; that 
they ehould control and manago it for their own 
onds, is quite another matter, ‘They will doubt- 
less succeed to eomo extent in so doing, but all 
the advautago they may reap from it will be 
clutched at the expense of the caueo to which 
they profess such noisy devotion. 

We would not haye the Union movement ignore 
all who havo been decided and conspicuous in 
our past party contests. The names of Dickinson 
und Robinzon on our State Ticket give assurance 
that past zeal in the advocacy of partisan convie, 

iona is not a bar to the favor of the new orgay- 


ization. Yet it is advisable gouerally, in tle 
selection of legislative and local candidates, to 


few rivalries and provoked fower onmitics, Let 
them be men of conceded abilily, of uablemished 
integrity, and of unconquerablo aversion to legis- 
lative jobbery and political corruption. Let the 
Union local ticketa bo composed, ua the State 
ticket maivly is, of mon who do not seck office 
but who are sought by it—let them bo fairly ne- 
lected from tho wrecka of tho vari i 
and the Stato will bo swept from Lako Erie to 
the ocean by a majority unprecedented in hor 
history. 

Theso aro words of caution not merely but of 
incitewent also.

lost all present, available value, precipitating 
wholo classes from wealth and luxury into bauk- 
ruptey and distress. War is at all times 9 
destroyer, but wo doubt that it ever before 
caused such extensive pecuniary disaster as in 
tho experience of this country, and especially of 
its cbief commercial cities, in tho year of grace 
1861, 

Now-York has ondured her full share of this 
calamity. She was largely a creditor of the 
South, nod rebellion was held by her debtors 
throughout the Seceded States as a recoipt in 
full for the amount of their obligations. ‘Not 
that a part of them havo not profes:ed, and por- 
haps cherished a vaguo inteut to pay some time 
or other, but there was no solace in this for 
the prescot aufferings of our prostrated mer- 
chante, Not less than ‘T'wo Hundred Millions of 
Southern indebtedness to our city was blotted 
out ay in a night, ond the prospect of its re- 
vival hos been ond is #0 remote and dubious 
that it can hardly be considered property, It 
con at best be regarded as a dim possibility of 
future cash. 

Trade of course sank for a season to zero. 
Fow bought, or could afford to buy, new dreases 
or othor finery, in view of tho sudden curteil- 


nevus collapse of iucomes, the blight of nearly 
Building, improving, the eon- 
struction of railroads, of bridges, &c., &o., 
came pearly to a dead atand. And tho millions 
thus thrown out of employment were not readily 
absorbed into new pursuits, They wandered from 
ahop to shop td from city to city in quest of 
work, producing nothing, running in debt for 
subsistence or making acquaintance with famine 
and rage: many of them are fawishing yet.

moro by the unfamiliar feot of many strangers, 
most of whotn have come among us to bay or 
to pay—perhaps both. Tho Grent West till 
pours out her enormous wealth of Grain, Flour, 
Cattle, Beef, &o., and, though it ia sold at low 
pricos (os it mainly must be when eo large quan- 
titios aro exported,) it otill pays debts and pur- 
chases needed morchandieo,  Munufactories long 
dormant are daily starting into fresh activity. 
Probably more Woolen Fabrica aro being monu- 
factured in this countsy now than have beon be- 
fore since tho Tariff of 1846 took offect; and 
Cotton Fabrica would likowieo be produced moro 
oxtensively but for tho scarcity and dearooss of 
the raw material. Meantime, ingenious ond on- 
ergetio men are quietly at work upon T'lox ma- 
chinery, improving bere and combining old im- 
provements thero, until it ia alrondy plain that 
Tax will largely rival Cotton withia the noxt 
ton years. King Cotton hos only to keep himself 
immured in his castlo a little Jonger, and be will 
return to find his throne more worthily and 
benoficently filJed than it has ever yet been. 
Wo aro to have a hard Wiuter in all tho com- 
mercial citios, yot wo think not s0 hard as was 
threatencd a few weeks ago. For the business 
now springing up is real; it grows out of actual 
wants ond pressing needs, Tew expensive 
luxurics aro published; our weeldy import of 
Dry Goods is still very light; and the propor- 
tion of Home to Poreign Manufactures required 
and consumed is probably greator than ever be- 
fore. Wo doubtless miss the Southern tra 
tho purchasea of our Free-Stato country 
chants are certainly lighter than they wonld be 
in prosperous times; but this mny not be in the 
large view undesirable. Witbout the help of 
Cotton or Tobacco, we are paying for all we im- 
port and oven drawing from Europe while 
our own energies ara 
war, so that the popu 
great Southern staples were our only protection 
guiust bankruptcy eecms unsupported by experi- 
ener. 

Best of all, having so nearly touched bottom, 
it ip hardly possible that a thorough and lasting

for Merchandiso should not now be effected. 
There can bo no pretonse that tho habit of

The 
relative iuereazo of the whitca has becn enor- 
mouely greater than that of tho blacks, ond aot 
no period bas it been so great as in tho decade 
between 1850 nnd 1860. At this mowent tho 
slaves constitute only about ono-cighth of our 
population. In the British colunies, where the 
blacks form four-fifths of the population, they have 
Deen freed with perfect safety to the commu- 
nity, aud on experience of nearly thirty yeara hus 
shown that the whites, even whore the relative 
numbers of the races are £0 immensely dispropor- 
tioned, have nothing to fear from emaneipation. 
In this country, theref 
the subject may bo 


all npprebensions ou 
dismissed a8 idle and cow- 
ardly. It cannot be dangerous, argues Mr. 
Weston, to free a clues numbering only one- 
eighth of the population, and composed of a race 
peculiarly remarkable fur milduess oud docility, 
and for the readiness with which it submita to 
control. 

It is alleged, however, that tho blacks, if 
emancipated, would increasa eo rapidly as to 
overwhelm with their numbera tho 
no distant period, and thus Africanise the South. 
ern Siates. Those who make this assertion are 
also in the habit of asserting, a8 on argument 
ngninat emancipation, that the blacks cannot 
ihrivo except iu slavery, and that in a state of 
freodom their numbera invariably diminish. With- 
lout undertaking to reconcile tho contradictions 
lof these theorists, it may be assumed og an ea- 
tablished fact that if tho increase of the black 
ement in this couvtry be an evil, in no way 
yan it 60 easily bo checked as by emancipation, 
or it is perfectly certain that the free blacks in 
he United States do not multiply in the samo 
atio na the slaves, So little is kuown of the 
econdite causes which affect tho progress of 
population, that no entirely satisfactory solution 
fan be given of this phenomenon. The common 
xplauation that the slow increase or positive 
lecreaty of the free blacks is owing to their 
ble condition, will not auswer.

Exspecially disheartening is it that a place of 
qrest importance, and a battle which wus, por- 
hapo, the very turning point of the rebellion for 
the whole West and South-Went, should hove 
boon lost with ouly tho old excuse to urge in 
e7tenuation—inferiority of numbers, The ques- 
tion presscs in the popular mind—when are wo 
to have the right number of men, in the right 
place, at the right time? 

Lexington Js the capital of Lafayette County, 
Bio., 120 miles west of Jefferson City, 350 west of 
Bt, Louis, and is a town of the first importance in 
Werlarn Missouri. It bas a population of moro 
than 5,000 souls, is on the direct road to Santa Fé 
by overland route, aod is the eat of a largo trade, 
Gitunted on the right bapk of the Missouri, it com- 
mands that river, and the Rebela holding it are able 
fo ont of all our communication by that chunuel 
with Westoru Missouri, and with Kansas, Thue as 
sntrafegical poivt, ite les ia a serious one to tho 
Federal cause, and its gain one of no small value to 
the Secessionists. Its possession practically settles 
the question for that part of Missouri, for there are 
more Seccusionists in section of the State than 
in on or, and to have gained Lexington will add 
very much to their strength. Its loca also puta 
Eanvas in 8 very critical codition, 

Morally, the luse of Lexivgton is not Joss im- 
perteut then it ie in a etrategical point of view. 
At tho North we way take it with philosophio 
ealmmece, our susured confidence in the energy 
and strength of the Government sustaining ua 
uuder any reverses, But in none of the Border 
Btatos hos the war been so embittered, eo carne 
est, end carried on with so much energy, on 
both sides, os in Misouri, The old Kansna 
€roublea had left behiud the ashes and embers of 
enly smothered fires ready to break ont again, 
on duc provocation, with renewed fiercenuss, 
The passions engendered in thowo times baye 


emeelven at last, willingly if not gladly, into 
Of course all this has given 
wor in thot region the fiorceat 
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to overcome, end renders disaster on onr 
side tho more sorious. Lexington follows Spring- 
field, and howovor unimportant thoy may appear 
to us by comparison, whilo we watch the great 
events which alwaya seem imminent on tho Po- 
tomac, they aro yery grave facta in Missouri. 
Wo fear thero are a great many Union mon in 
tho West and South-West who wait to go with 
tho strongest party. And we are afraid that wo 
can hardly question now which is the stronger 
party in Western Missouri We fear that the 
peoplo of the South-West have been watching 
with great interest this atruggle in Missouri, and 
that their hopes and their doterminations bave 
sunk or risen as uccess bos escmed to tend now 
toward ono side and now toward the other. The 
fall of Lexington, tho principal city of Western 
Missouri, commanding the Missouri River, and 
the key to the heart of Kansas, is a result so 
positiyo that its influence on the people of the 
whole South-West will be of a very certain 
charactor. 

We have had quite too many blunders and 
dizasters without a court-martial, or even o 
court of inquiry. This one caunot be allowed to 
pass unecrutinized without throwing on the 
ent o lond thet it is ill able to bear. 
that the responsible author or authors 
of this calumity be held up to publio reprobation. 
Let no one be condemned till the facts eball 
have beon ascortained; but whoover is respon- 
sible for thie cruel blow, no matter how exalted 
or how strong in the public favor, must bo 
deprived of the power to work further mischief, 


THE OATTLE-SHOWS, 

Wo consider it a cheering omen of the 
future that the Agricultural Feire—' Cattle 
“Show” ia the oldor but less comprehensive 
name—have not been suspended wholly by the 
vicissitudes of the times. It in a relief to ob- 
servo in tho newspapers, side by side with stories 
of carnago and contest, reports of theso amica- 
blo rivalries, in which this honest farmer pits 
his fat pigs against tho awines of his neighbor, 
and that substantial yeoman carries away from 
twenty competitora the laurels of the plowing- 
match, Wo aro sure that these innocent festivi- 
ties havo | moral effet quito independent of 
their practical usefuluosa; and that thoy will serve 
an excellent purpose by reluxing the tonsion of 
the rural mind, which, throughout the past Sum- 
mer, hea been kept 60 painfully on tho nlort, In 
times of public dangor, despondoncy is more to ba 
dreaded than hostile arma; for it leads to that 
oyerestiinate of the importance of our reverses, 
and thot underestimate of our resources, which 
may bring ue to new panic and overthrow. We 
are afraid that our people are too prosaic for 
the old Greek cuctom of wearing flowers in sea- 
sons of national peril; but we fancy that a com- 
fortable excursion to the county town, with his 
wife ond daugbtera, and a day given to sight- 
seeing and the hearing of good speeches, will do 
the farmer no harm. He will bring back with 
him, though he win no premiums, the material 
of mony a Winter evening's conversation—remi- 
niscences of extraordinary beoves, of miraculous 
calves, and of unprecedented shoep—of soine 
cornstalk bearing more ears, of some corncob 
bearing more Kernels, than ever atalk or cob bore 
bofore, But he will, if he bo an intelligent ob- 
eerver, win more than thie; for all the beautiful 
display, mellowing or moving under a September 
eky, will reveal to him the diguity and importance 
of his calling. If, in the turmoil and bustle of the 
rebellion, he bas sometimes felt that it wae an 
ungracious fate which consigned him to peaceful 
labors, tho triumphs of the harvest-home will 
teach him that be, too, ia contending, though it 
be only witlr sterility and the unpropitigus, ole 
montisaanearevery pound of beef and pork 
which he is ready to cond to market, ia a con- 
tribution to the stability and vindication of tho 
Constitution. Gunpowder is an oxcellent thing; 
but what is it without grain? Maneuvering may 
be masterly; but the best tactician must have 
meat for bis aoldiore. In days of commercial 
depression, 9 banker may go on, month after 
month, manipulating the eame ragged roll of se- 


curities, taking nothing, perhaps, and perbaps 
adding nothing to ita value; butall this time the 
sun is hining, the rain and the dows 


are falling, the seed is swelling or eprout- 
ing, the plant is blossoming or bearing. The 
richest gold mines are in the meadows of the home- 
farm. ‘Two bright days in August put millions of 
eagles into the strong boxes of Wall street. An 
uutimely rain way make all the bears happy or all 
the bulls dismal. When we talk of sieges, wo 
think of castles only and fortifications; but e good 
general in the field may spend 4 month in besivying 
tho beef-barrels of the enemy's commiveuriat, 
Herodotue tells ua that et Seatos the besieged 
“boiled and ate the cords of their bedstends;" and 
this century bus witnessed the remains of a grand 
army subsisting principally upon horse-flosh and 
snow-water. Every Roman army had herds of 
cattle and flocks of sheep and goats in the rear. 
But tho Roman armies bad somothing better thao 
these; they had massea of muscular mon, whose 


strength had beon acquired in the pursuits 
of busbandry. The legionary oldiers, in 
time of peaco, did not merely live in the 


country, but they were probibited by law from 
coming into tho city, except on market days, 
which were only about three in a mouth. The 
Rowan farmers established the Roman Empire, 
So Juvenal, Ismentiog modern corryption and 
sopauality, telle ue tbat, in earlier and noblor days, 
he who hud thrice been Consul, end once Di 
tator, would come to the country feast with hia 
spade on his shoulder, from the bill which be 
bad been cultivating. And, like our own substan- 
tial yeoman, the Roman was a practical farmor. 
So far from having sny negroes to help him, he 
arcely had any white men. Blacks were very 
expensive goods: nor was it then thought dis 
graceful for a citizen to Isbor. It wos not until 
the downfall of the Republic, that a mao was 
considered a pauper who owned loss than ten 
alaves, Then, indeed, come luxury end ruin, os- 
teatation and anarchy, splendor and wratched- 
neas, indolence and barbaric subjugation. With 
the old frugality sud industry, tho old invincibil- 
ity dieappeured; and the farmers of the North 
stalked in all the majesty of musclo over the 
ruins of Roma, 


We beliova that cattle-showe—at least of our 
Northorn variety—are oot common in Virginia. 
Imagive a great fiir for the exhibition of the 
staple production of that’ State! Imagine rows 
of long und short, loan and fat, dark ond light 
blacks; of blacks of Col. Washington's breed; of 
blacks of the fine old Fairfax wtock; of Rap- 
dolph’s well known snd much admired yellowa; 
of preminm two-year old picaninnies; of Dinabs,

TME END OF BRECKINRIDGE. 

It is reported, wo presume on good authority, 
that Joln’C, Breckinridge of Keutucky, has at 
length openly gone over to tho enemy, and joived 
tho Rebela who are secking to destroy the Re- 
public, and who, from the begivning of their 
treneonable moyement have bad bis secret eym- 
pathy and-éountevance. To the country and to tho 
Goveroment hie departure is no great loss. To 
tho great majority of loyal citizena the name of 
Joho C. Breckinridge is the symbol, not of a 
great or ewineotly able man, but of a email and 
commonplace politician, a mediocre lawyer, aud 
of a soldier who, while in service in Moxico, 
never faced any other enemies than the opposing 
counsel in tho prosecutions which he assisted the 


redoubtable Gen. Pillow in bringing against 
hie associate and svperior officers, Born 
with @ gold opoon in bis mouth, of one 


of the most opulent and influential families of 
Kentucky, of plessing mannere and appearance, 
and of insatiable ambition, he bas been pushed 
forward in publio life more rapidly thon any 
other man in our history. Bofore the age of 
forty, an ago carlier than which high pablic 
position ia rarely attained in thie country, bo 
had been twice a Member of the House of Rep- 
reventatives, had been Senator and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States, aud at length the 
candidate of great party for the Presidency 
itself. In all these posts, with all these oppor- 
tunities be hos done nothing, literally nothing. 
Outside of his native State 0 man remembory, 
no man cap recall a speoch or an act of Mr. 
Breckinridge which was striking or important 
evough to take n hold, however feeble, of the 
public mind. The act by which be will bo bero- 
after beat known and longest remembered, is the 
act of open treason which be has just committod. 
In himself ba is of 0 consequence, ‘but the

THE TWO BARRONS, 

Biography is a popular study. The lives of 
Taseals are read as cagerly as those of houest, 
men. When tho soo turns up a felon, or even 
a traitor, we naturally inquire os to bis father, 
the more especially if there be a blot upon the 
latter's nme, The public have an iden that in- 
famy is hereditary, There were two Barrons in 
tho Navy. The (ather ia dead—his history un- 
stained by treason. The son is in durance—bia 
record black with it. The geueration which 
lived when the father drew down upon his head 
the publio condemnation, haa long sinco passed 
away. Its succeseors know that he wae guilty 
of some great offenas, but not exactly what. The 
treason of the son will make it instructive to 
revive the story. [t teaches a lesson which every 
Naval officer should remember,

In the early part of 1806, Commodore James 
Barron was eelected to boist bis brosd ponnunt 
on board the frigute Chesapeake, as Commander 
of the Mediterraovan equadron, with Charles 
Gordon os Captain. ‘The whip was then at Wash- 
ington, whore he wos taking in stores and 
shipping her crow. While lying there, tho Brit- 
ish Minister informed the Government that among 
her orew were three deserters from the British 
frigate Melswpus, aud ho requested that they 
might be given up. Though the right thus to 
demand deserters is not recognized by tho law 
of nativus, yet the Navy Department relorred 
the application to Coummodore Barron, who di- 
rected Cupt. Gordon to inquire carefully into 
the matter nod wake report. [¢ was discovered 
that the three’ men bad actually deserted from 
the Melumpus, but they doclared themeslves im- 
preaced Americans, auzious to ereapo from un- 
just deteution. The weight of evi was in 
fayor of thoir beivg Awericane, one being a ne- 
gro. They were cvomen found in thia country, 
demanding its protection, aud could not bs given 
up oo the naked dewaud of & vervice which was 
then notorious for its violation of individual 
right, No proof of British citizenship was 
offered. Gordun reported, and the British Min- 
ister wae inforwed, that the men could not’ be 
aurrendered; to which he made no reply. 

In June, the Chesapeake sailed for Norfolk, 
having but 12 guns on board, but on pussi 
Mount Veroon it was discovered that her equip. 
mepts for firing o anlute wero imperfect. At 
Norfolk, she completed hor armament to 40 guns 
und 375 men, aod Gordon reported her to Bar- 
ron as ready for veo. Hor men had never been 
exercised at the gune, and they bad beon but 
three times called to quartera. On the 22d, she 
got under weigh from Hampton Roads. The 
previous evening the British trigate Leopard hed 
anchored in Lynnhaven Bay, but when tho 
Chesapeake weigved, up at Hampton Rowds, the 
Leopurd lifted anchor and preceded the Chesa-

mer thon bore down upon the Intter, bailed her, 
snd informed Commodore Barron that sho bad 
dispatches for him. Both vessels then come to. 
Up to this time, the only auspicious cireumstanca 
Doticed by those on board tho Chosopeake was 
that the Leopard had her lower ports triced up 
and the tompions out of hor guns, But this fact 
Was not reported either to Captain Gorden or to 
Commodore Barron. 


An officer from the Leopard was sent to the 
Chesapeake, aud exhibited to Commodore Barron 
n order signed by tho British Admiral Berkele Jy 
doted June 1, at Halifax, dirocting the Captains 
of all ships under bis command, if they fell in 
With the Chesspeake at sea, to show the order 
te her commander; to “require to search for 
“‘deeertors,"" avd ‘to proceed and search for 
‘the qume.” This order was accompauied by a 
note from the Captain of the Leopard, oxprossing 
a hope that this little matter of searching for 
the deserters wight bo edjusted hurmoniously. 
Such was British naval insolonce to thi Govern- 
ment sixty yonrs ago. To thin noto Commodore 
Barron replied, by aaying that he knew of no 
such deserters as wero describod; that the Gov- 
ernmeot bad particularly instructed his recruiting 
officers not to receive auy deserters from Britich 
chips, and that hie ordera would pot allow him 
to permit his mon to be mustero, 
but their own.

Tt bos been contended that thie 
order of the British Admiral did not authorize a 
search by force, in the event of a refusal to per- 
mit it, It in singular, moreover, that the do- 
sertera claimed by Adwiral Borkeloy were not 
those alleged to have left the Melawpus, but men 
from other ships, who were supposed to bave 
subsequently joined the Chesypoake, The great 
fact thus becumo apparent, that it wan tho de- 
liberate intontion, if not on une pretext, then 
upon another, to search an American frigate, 
The British lieutenant returned to the Loopard. 
Commodore Barron immediately erdured Capt. 


Gordon to have the gun-deck cleared, and to call 


he became serivualy impreased with tho idea thot 
force might be employed to make the search. 
His lieutenonte bad, from the Grst, regarded the 
movements of the enemy with distrust, and hod 
begun to clear the decks. But they were littered 
aud lumbered; her cubles bad not beon coilod;

and the hip was in the worst possible condition 
to repel an attack. The guns wore all loaded 
and shotted, ut there wse found to be a dofi- 
olency of rammers, wade, matches, gun-locke and 
powdor-borna, While in this utterly helpless con- 
dition, the Leopard again bailed the Cheeapenke, 
to which Commodore Barron replied that he did 
not underataad the bail, whereupon the Leopard 
fired @ shot abead of the Chesapeake, and then 
a broadside directly into her, wounding Commo- 
dore Barron and his aid, Mr. Broom. Every 
otfort was made to get the battoriea of the Ches- 
speake ready; but when one broadside waa in a 
condition to be fired, tho astounding discovery 
wos made tbat the

COL. MULLIGAN ATTACKED BY PRICE 


DESPERATE FIGHTING. 


VAPTURE OF MULLIGAN’S FORCE. 


@ On Friday morning Inst wo recoived stirring news 
Grom Lexington, Mirsonri, to the effect that Col, Mulli- 
gan bad been attacked there in his intrenchmenta by a 
argo Rebel force under Gen. Price. Tho firs fighting 
"was eald to have taken place on the 16th, and tho etrifo 
resulted, according to this account, in the rout of the 
Robels, Subsequent information, however, changed 
Qh aspect of the affuir, and chowed that wo had mot 
syith @ reverse. It appears from tho most recent news 
Vhst Col. Mulligan, with about 3,500 men, wasattacked 
by Prioo on Monday, with what force is not yet known, 
and that the fight was kept ap with desperate opirit 
forfour days and more, till Friday afternoon, when 
the National troops, boing ready to dio with thiret, and 
dctpairing of the coming of retnforeemente, were 
forced to succumb, and the place was lost. The con- 
Unot of Col. Mulligan is highly spoken of; ho refused 
to give up his sword, and it was taken from him by 
forco. A part of his commund, 2,000 in number, boing 
released on parole, reached Quincy, Ill.,on the 23d, 
and the remainder wore expected the next day. 

(Lexington is an important point for the Rebels to 
ebtein, and every effort would osturally be mado on 
their part to gain foothold thore, ance it bas direct 
water communication, ip opposite directions, With St. 
Louls and Eastern Kansas, both of which are objects 
ef attack. The town of Loxington italf is the capital 
ef Lafayetts County, and contains a population of 
about 5,000. It ia situate on the right bank of the 
Missouri River, 120 miles wost of Jefferson City, and 
on tho direct rosd for emigrants overland and to Santa 
D4. Prior tothe great Culifornis emigration it bad 
ot mnch importance, except as a sort of trading place

except by aparrow road, further stick wus post 
poned until the next morning. Eurly the following 
Brorning an advance wus mude by the combined forces, 
Dut on arriving at Blue Mills they found the enomy 
had crossed the river bofore daylight, taking the road 
foward Lexington. 

It in stated that a fight occurred at Mariatown, Mfo., 
gn the 17th inst., between 600 National troops under 
Gols. Montgomery and Jobnston, and 400 Rebels; the 
latter were completely routed, with the loss of coven 
Grilled; 100 horses aud ull their tents and supplice wore 
esptured. Onour sido we bad averious los, in the 
death of Col. Johnston, who fell pierced with nine 
Balls; we also lost two privates and had six wounded.

Tho following account of the viege of Lexington is 
Garnished to The St. Lowis Republican by Henry 
Bredbarn, one of Col. Mulliguo’s soldiers, who left 
Lexington on Saturday morning: 

The fort was currendered on Friday afternoon. The 
‘en fonght fifty-nine hours witboat water, and had 
anly threo barrels of vineyar to quench their thirst. 

During al) that time there were uo oprings or wells 
of water in the camp-ground, us hus been stated. The 
supply of water wus entirely from the river. There 
were broastworke ull around the camp, with the ox- 
eeption of the portion next the river. It was here 
Ghat the hardest fighting took place. 

Tho rebels procared u large number of hemp bales, 
and rolled them in advunce, and ander their cover 
gradually succeeded in securing « position im the rear. 
Phey thon cut off the supply of water and had the fort 
gompletsly surrounded. 

They mudo but few charges apen the breastworks 
during the siege. Their object seomed to be wo gar- 
ound the fort and catotf tho supply of water, and 
having eaceeeded in this, they awaited anti] Col. Mal- 
gan was compelled to yield cou (oe more torrible than 
the 27,000 Revels who surrounded him. 

Previous to bis surrender, tic offored to take a posi- 
tion on a lovel spot of ground, and give Gen. Prico the 
odds of four to ove in 4 fair und open fight, bat na at- 
gontion wus paid to it. = 

After the surrender, the Reboly mounted the broast- 
“works, and seemed mad with joy und delight. 

‘As soon uy the varrender took place, the Federal flag 
was torn down und crailed in the dust. 

An immense amount of gold, supposed to be about 8 
quarter of million of dollura, fell into the pouscesion 
@f the Rebels It was taken from tho bunks and 
buried by Col. Malligan tp the camp ground some timo 
go, bat the Robels speedily discovered and un- 
Garthed it. 

Col Mulligan wopt like a child when be found him- 
galé ovmpolled to currendar, 


‘The morning after the surrender the man wore all 
releasod on parole and ferried ecroes the rivor, The 
officors were retained. 

‘Tho loss of the rebels {s not known, bnt tt Is thought 
to be not leas than 1,000 killed and wounded. 

‘The first attack of the rebels proved more disastrons 
to them than the long siege which followed. 

For w day or two provions to the last attack they 
‘wore engaged in burying thoir dead.

Ho report that Col. Williams 
of the 13th Illinois is on bis way with seven wagons 
loaded with Dr. Davis and about fifty wounded men, 
whom Col, Taylor allowed to come, and will probably 
arrive to-morrow night’ This losves abont 180 yot in 
Springdeld of onr wonnded, of whom 100 wero able to 
como to Rolla if there had only been transportation.

THE SITUATION AT LEXINGTON, 
VALUE OF THE, CITY AS A STRATEGIC POINT. 
The eubjoined description of the city of Lexingtoa 

and the porition of Col. Malligag, from Ths St. Louis 
Democrat of Suturday, iveo an’ ides of the strategic 
value of that pluce. It wast be remembered that the 
acconnt was Written before oewa of Col Malligan's 
surrender bad been received: 

‘There is tauch confusion in the public mind in regard 
to the position of the Clty of Lexington, and the oppos- 
ing forces of Col. Mulligan and Geo. Price. It is from 
this confusion and iguorance of locality that we hear 
20 aby contradictions in reference to the ectual por- 
eeasion of the City of Lexington, some persons contend- 
ing that the Rebels oceapy the ‘place, others denying 
it; some believing that tho city itself is the point of 
Mulligan's defense, aod very few anderstanding the 
trne position of the opposing forces. The following dia- 
gram will ile to remove the confusion, and place the 
sicuntions intelligibly before the publiot 


West. 
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‘The geveral direction of the Missoarl River at the 
City of Lexington is from wont to cust, ao ia marked, 
tbe city lying ou tbe sooth bank. Old Lexington 
tho early eettleaient, situated back on the hill Tt has 
been superseded by New-Lexington, further op the 
river, where the ateamboat landing now is, New 
Lexington is the main aty. There are scattering 
honses along the bluff between the two, and both are 
now united andor the one name of Lexington. 

Col. Mulligan's fortifications are becween the two 
locations, consisting of beavy earthworks, ten feet in 
hight, with ditch of eight feet in width, | Theao for- 
titfcations surround » college building, which has been 
ared os qaarters for the soldiers, and bus also been 
etrenuthened to resist an artillery attack. ‘The lines 
of the fortifications are extensive, and, we have been 
asenred, are capable of contuining a force of 10,000 
men. 

The main body of the army under Gen. Price ts 
located at Old Lexington, from which point the uttsok 
hua been made, though the fort bus been mailed on all 
sides. The occupuote of the fort bed a skirmish on 
Thursday of last week with a purty of rebels, oot how- 
over, under Price ut the time, whouheltered themselves 
behind the boures in Old Lexington. To deprive them 
of this aivantuye, the old town wus afterward cholled 
aud burned, by order of Col. Mulligan, Now Lexing- 
ton, or Lexington proper, is ip posseusion of the revels, 
but the city isfnot, nor has it heon the theater of con- 
flict. Col. Mulligan could essily ahell and destroy it, 
bat thie, of course, he will not do, anlesa under come 
contingency which is pot now apparent. 

The line of the fortilicstiona rune down to the river 
blnff, and from the bluit to the water's edge there is o 
wide shelving beach. The boata reported to be cap- 
tured laid at the water’a edgo, within the directions of 
tho lines of the fort, and on thie beach io where a 
severe etrnggle ensued on Tuesday, for the possesson 
of the boats. 

Col. Mullivan’s force consista of his own regiment, 
Col. Murshall’s cavulry reyiuient, and Peabody's com: 
und of abont 600 Home Guards aud Kineas troop 
the whole umountiog to from 2,500 to 3,000 men. 
lo their supplies of provisions and ammunition little is 
known. The assurance of an abundance of both 
would set the question of the result at reat, for Mnlli 
gan cavpot be taken, whatever the force of Pri 
aguinst him, unless bis powder and shot ar hia provi- 
moue grow abort. 

Gen. Price's strength ix not ascertained, bat may be

Jo hus plenty of urtillery. but must be short of pow- 
der and shot, for he has hud no adequate stores to 
draw upon elnce the Springtield buttle. 

Tho ith Obio Reyiwent, Col Grosbeck; the Sd 
Towa, Col. Scott; the 16th Illinois, Col. Smith, with a 
force of Missoari State Milida and Towa Stute troops 
ander Cols. Craynor und Edwards, about 300 irregular 
und regalar cavilry, aud six pieces of artillery, left St 
Joceph und Chillicothe, in two diviaioun, early on Sun- 
day miorning, aud wocording to our best ad vices, arrived 
on tho bunks of the river opposite Lexinjrton on 
Wedveeday vight or Thuraday worning.

COL, JAMES A. MULLIGAN. 

The following sketches of Col. James A. Malligan, 
the brave defoudor of Lexington, Mo., we leara from 
gentleman of Detroit who has been intimately so- 
qoainted with bim for the past five or six yeurs, 

Col. James A. Mulligan was born inthe city of 
Utica, N. ¥., in the year 1899, and is consequent! in 
his 32d year. His parents were natives of Ireland. 
His mothior, after the death of bis father, which took 
plsce when ho was a child, removed to Chicago, 
where she bas resided with ber son for the tos 
years. She married a respectable Irish American in 
Chicago, named Michael Lavtry, who hss stoudily 
watched with  futher’s solicitude the expauding mind 
of the brave young soldier. He was educated ut the 
Catholic College of North C} licago, ander the supe 
intendence of the Rev. Mr. Kinsellar, now of Ne 
York City, He is @ strict member of the Catholic 
Chorch, — In 1852, 1853, and 1851 be read law in the 
office of the Hon. faano'N. Arnold, Congreseman from 
the Chicago District. For a short time bo edited 
The Western Tablet, n oemi-roligious weekly nowapt- 
per, in Chicago. In 1856 be wus edmittedon attorney- 
at law in Chicago. At this time be beld the position 
of 2d Lieatenant in the Chicago Shiclds Guards, one 
of the companies attached to the Irish Brigade now 
in Missouri, and which hus done so well at Lexington. 

In the Winter of 1857 Senator Fitch, of Indians, 
tendered him a clerkship in the Department of tho Lu- 
terior. He accopted tho position and spout the Winter 
at Washlugton. Daring bis residonce in Washington 
he corresponded with fhe Utica Telegraph over the 
nom de plume of “Satan.” After his return from 
Washiogton te was clocted Captain of the Shiolda 
Guards, On the news arriving of the bombardment of 
Fort Sumter, he threw his soul into the National 
cause. Tho Irish-Awerican companies held a meeting, 
of which he wae Chairman. Shortly afterwards be 
went to Washington with w letter, written by the late 
Scuator Donglas on bis deathbed, to the President, ten. 
dering a regiment to be called the ‘Irish Brigade. 
He was eloctod Colonol, and immediately went to work 
with a will Tbe coarve of the “Brigade” upto the 
battle of Lexington, ia well known; it has nobly, brave- 
ly, aod honorably done its duty. 

Col. Molligan ia worthy of ull praise. A pore, 
bettor wan, doce not live in the State of Llinols. Since 
he wns able to tell the difference between ule and we 
ter a glaes of spiritous or malt liquor baa not posse his 
lips. He ina rigid tomperance man, althoagh be is jo 
cand and wholesoaled to a fault, Ho is ix foot throes 
inches in bight, witha wiry, elastic frame, a largo, 
Instroas, bazel oye, an open, frank, Celtic face, stamp 
with courage, plock, and independence, surmounted 
with a bughy profusion of buir, tinctured with gray. 
Houorable ull relations, respected by all, he baa 
won his way by untiring industry and anquestiousble 
courage. On the 26th day of October, 1859, he was 
married to Miss Marian Nagent by the Roman Catholic 


Bishop of Chicago.

Notwithstanding the great interest of ths discussions 
at thoze moetings, I mast confine my report to a very 
brief synopsis, Tho first meeting waa opened by the 
Hon. A. B. Conger of Rockland County, ox-President 
of the Society, who acted as Chairmen, with come 
pertinont remarke, Ho said that he had great pleasure 
in wtroducing Dr. Fitch, the Entomologist of the 
State Society, who proposes to give a chort loctare apon 
the anny warm—Leuconta Unipuncta, 

Dr. Age Fitch isthe best entomologist probably in. 
the Stato, and in bis addrora to the Clab apon the sub- 
ject of the army worm, which for the first time has 
mide ita appearance in force in this State, among 
many interesting facts, stated that this ia the 
most remarkable year ever known in tho {neect 
world. We havo had two new inescts in this 
part of the  conntry—the army worm and 
grainaphie. The army worm bas been long known 
in tho Wostern and Sonthern States. There is no 
other worm that covers the whole earth like this one, 
esithssin some years atthe South and West. Its 
appearanco in the North-Eastern Btates ia only 
recorded four times—firat in 1743, in Masnuchapetta; 
next in 1770, which was the most remarknble yoar pre- 
vious to the prorent one. The army worm {n spoken 
of in the ucconnt of thut yenr as having been vo numer 
ous aa to fill farrown and holos made to entrap it. It 
waa also very oumerous in New-Hampsbire, 
mencing the last of July and corzinuiny nnuil Septem 
ber, It was described as travoling rapidly, and cover- 
ing everything in ita way, outing all kinds of graso, 
including corn and grain of all Kinds except buck- 
wheat. About tho Ist of Beptember, the worm disap- 
peared suddouly, no one knew where. In 1790, the 


Worms oguin appeared for a ahort tiwe in Connecticat. 
In 1817, it is noticed as having appeared in Museacha- 
tolte, near Worcester, where ft did mach damage, and 
at the came time in Saratogaand Rensselaer Counties, 
of this State. Since 1817, It bas net been seco in thin 
Btate, nor inthe Btatos east of this, antil this year, 
when it hos appeared in many States, and bas done 
much demaye. It ts noticed in many counties of this 
State, as woll as in all the New-England States. The 
damage in Massachusetts ie reported very heavy. 

‘Tho armica of those worma are generally discovered 
when the worma are about one-third size, the full size 
{2 aboot an inch or an iuchand a half, tbe color dark, 
with o white stripe. Toward suneet is the time when 
they are woat Lively; they avoid the hot sun. Thoir 
feed in the greon, juicy leaves of grasa and grain, all of 
which they devonr, and sometimes destroy ‘whole 
field. If the grain {a nearly ripe thoy divest it 
of leaves, without injury to the-beads. If the heads 
are tender, thoy are destroyed. Tho worme asvully 
continue their ravages abont three or four weeks, aud 
then disappoar into the ground, and remain in the 
chrysalis state threo weoks, when a light brown 
miller appeara and lays tho eggo ofanew crop. This 
noth is peculiarly marked, with a white spot on the 
winga so as tobe easily distinguishod from others of 
tho leaconia family. 

Tho cingular fact abont this worm is, thet It comes 
whore nover known bofore, in countless numbers, and 
ft ia a wouder to all, how ‘It comes. But I have no 
doubt It io here with ag at all times,, fn small nombors, 
fo wild spots, whence it comes forth at certain 
tinea to prey upon crops. What maltiplios this ine 
sect {a come eessons is the great qnestion. It may 
bo owing to peculiarities of two encceeding seasons. 
“My view,” aaid Dr. Fitch," fs, that it follows very 
dry Gea*ons When the next eeeon is 0 wet one.” 

The ussauer in which we muy subdae this pert of Che 
farmer, may bo to burn swampy places ina very dry 
searon. It may be possible, tos, to Inclose a epot 
where an army has perished, and hord swine there to 
destroy the chryeulis. 

A vole of thanks was made by the meeting to Dr. 
Fitch for his lecture, which was highly appreciated. 

After the close of ‘Dr. Fitch's lecture, the following

Mr. Andrewo of Connecticat—My mode of applying 
manure upon a stony snrface with hard pan is this:

My opiniou is that the sooner the manure 
fs put in the soil the more its valuo will be eaved, us I 
think ito loss to keep manareto ro) Evorythin 
will make manure is worth saving. 

Mr. Walworth of St. Lawrence County — My 
greatest crop is mannre. I out my bay before esd 
Will grow, and don’t lot weeds go to seed. I never 
pile manare, but I save everything all tho yeur round, 
fod I prefer to apply all mauure to grass. I plant 
corn on grassod, and never have weeds. All weeds 
in highways should be destroyed; end if weed-ceed is 
pever mixed in manare, it may be used fresh. 

Mr. Petors of Genesce—One clasa of farmers eannot 
follow the practice of another. ‘To properly appre- 
ciate this manure question, the kind of farming fol- 
lowed must be understood. I believe that the best 
method with grain farmers would be to keep stock to 
ri the straw into manure, and not be obliged to 
to rot. I don't believe it necessary to house 
manure; the reins of Winter do not injure it mate- 
riully. If stables are properly arranged, ali the liqnid 
will be wbsorbed, and it will not be washed outif 
piled out doors.

Mr. Brown of Lewis Coasty—I bave a pasture that 
wus eo overrun with briure that it only kept ten cows, 
Teubdued the briare with sheep, and now it keeps 25 
er 30 cows.

r. Hawley of Syracure—I know come farms where 
the grasa in what {a culled native pasture, that kept 
one cow to three acres.

Mr. Ellison of Herkimer—Those lands that are not 
fit to plow can be made to prodace more and better 
feed by plaster, and by lt the weeds ere drivan oni, 
The cows know tho dlilerence between the plastered 
and anplastered lund.

This qnestion han excited a great deal of nttention in 
Great Britain, us to whether it vs better to keep pas- 
tare without plowing or uot. If we apply the food 
tut the grasa requires, it will be developed, whether 
it is plowed or not; 0 that good pasture mny be ob- 
tuined where they are deficient, by using limo, salt, 
plaster, ashes, or other fertilizers, "This proposition, 
pou a vote of the meeting, was sustained. 

"Tho chuirmun then stated thut the permanent greases, 
as they ure termed, are considered wore valuable than 
newer growths, for beef, butter, chcese, and mutton. 
But these permanent pastares ‘are uly kept good 
by applying fertilizers. 

Upon’ lands easily cultivated, it is supposed to be 
mort profitable to plow and manure, and eultivate the 
land, and re-seod frequently.

rate, diminwhing, restricting, and palliatiug the mis- 
chief. 

It is not the absolute number of the élaves, or of the 
colored race, free and slave, which determinos the 

racticability of freeing the slaves, or of deporting 
The cofred picos bur the proportion. ‘which ouch num- 
ber bears to the total population and the total wenlth 
of tho country. If there ia danger, or national Io: 
(which I do not admit) in freeing tie enslave, 1t 
proportion to their nomber es compared with the fre 
and so far a8 it may be supposed to be advisuble to a 
company measures of eufranchicemont with a removal, 
more or Ices extensive, of the colored race to tho colo- 
nies abroad, our power to do that depends upon the 
eatio of our wealth to the removals proposed to be 
mado. 

The incresse of the white popolation in this country 
has been larger, during every. decade since 1790, ths 
that of cither the elaves, or of the colored race, but 
the excess has not been co large, a8 announced in cach 
Guccessive census, es to attract murked attention. But 
in long periods, by the operation of compounding fu~ 
miliar in compttations of the interest npon money, tho 
‘effect of diffarencca in the rate of increase of popula- 
tion becomes very virible.

All these nre examples of voluntary emiyration, and 
therefore not fally applicable t0 the case of the no- 
roce, uncuterprising and poo-emigrating by nator 
Bhoy are applicable, bowever, to the extent of show 
ing our ability to bear the expense of colouiziny thom, 
and they further illustrate the rapidity with which, in 
the event of their colonization, their places would bo 
supplied by immigration trom Europe. - 

OF examples ot coerced or governmentally-regulated 
emigration, the most couspicuous ia that trade to which 
we owe the existonce of the negro on this continent 
and its adjacent islands. 

A reepectable authority (Encyclopedia Americana, 
1851), soya that the number of negroes Lrouyht to 
‘America ‘by the slave-trade, hos been “ calculated to 
amount duying the Inst three centuries to ubove forty 
millioue.”” "Before Brazil was cloved to elaves in 185) 
by tho gons of Britieh men-of-war, this trade rus com- 
puted to amount to 150,009 to 200,000 annunily. It io 
suid uow to be not far from 50,000 enpually to Cuba 
aloue. ‘These are hirge nuinbers, aud they ilustrats 
the enterprige and energy, as well 'us wickeduces, of 
mankind, or ratherdhey slow how much of the enter 
price ond energy of he rise is exbausted in works of 
Wickednees, aud how littlo ia left for any good work. 

Of coluniztions, peouviarily supported, ic whole, or 
in purt, or regulated by Governmente, wo have 'ro- 
cont examples npon a coneideratle scale, i the elforts 
of Sprin and Franogand Wyland to eupply with labor 
auch of their cologjeg ga are deticiont iu it. In respect 
to the firat two, no Mfurea are usceasible to me, except 
tliat from 1847, ‘when Spain commenced thut purtioular 
tratlic, to September 16, 1959, there. iad been shipped 
from China to Cuba, a very long voyage, 50,123 coo- 

England, iu the epace of twelve years, bezinning 

2, Had elijppéd to the sugur coloay of Mauritius, 

191,936 couliog trem India, and to her West Iudia egl- 

2 (including Gpisan),’ 68,603 loborera, of whom 

36,09RWwere froWtie Enst Kndies, 12,670 from Ma- 
dcira, and 6,543 from Sierra Leone. 

‘Theee examples of emigration, free, coerced and 
regulated by governments, demonstrate the ease with 
which any smount of colonization of our colored people, 
which cau be cousidered to bo neceseary in onder to 
render emuncipation safe aud acceptable, can be 
mannged. ‘Tho fullneea of time has arrived, in our 
numbers, in our abounding wealth, in tho vast im 

nts in tho safety, cheapnces aud comfort with 
which eeas are traversed; and finally in the various 
choice of reyions to which the colored raco may bo 
deported. The longest voyage is back to that con- 
tinent, from which ten timcs aa many as we hnye now 
in this country bave beon dragged by violence, “bilo 
ayailablo and substantially unoccupied areas, in close 
proximity to ya, already invite this epecios of immi- 
gration, ‘The island of St. Domingo alone might 
receive thirty millions, withont enrpassing in density 
of population Burbadoes, which does not excel it im 
average physical capacity to support the human race 
uecording to the modes and habitudes of tropical life. 
Or if tho high and exceptional development of Bur- 
Yudoes ie not to be looked for, St. Domingo mixht 
receive all onr elavee, and-then not exceod Porto Rico 
in populationtothe square milo. All the inlands which 


inclose the Gulf of Moxico, Central America, the couat 
reyion of Mexico, and thoso immensnrabls fortile 
‘Waoteg of the southern contingn’ which pre washed by 
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the Caribbean Sea, offer hospitable refnge to tho 
colored race, while their capacity (o receive that race 
ie practically boundless. 

The only remaining obatacle to which I ball now 
address myeelf, which prevents the country from en- 
tering eoriously and hopefally upon the taak of ridding 
iteelf of the institation of Blovery, in the voguo terror 
of sach a constant and inevitable increase of the sere 
vile race as rendors it idle to attempt ite reduction by 
romovals, and impossible to tolerate its preacnco in & 
condition of freedom. Tho publio mind not baving 
been familiurized with any moasure of colonization 
equal to the anneal increase of slaves, nothing has 
teemed possiblo, of course, except some diminution in 
the rate of their increaso, and oo littlo attention has 
Deen paid to the principles apon which that increnso 
depends, that it is popularly accoptod ag a part of tho 
certuln and unchangeable courte of nature, quito a3 
ee as tho rising of the sun or the flowing of the 
tide. 

We are eo much inflaenced by what is Immodiately 
around us, that it 18 diffioalt for an Amorican to realize 
that tho human species is not continually and rapidh 
augmenting itself. The Frenchman will haye no, difil- 
culty of that kind, becanse ho lives in o country in 
which the advancs of population is not appreciable, 
With a Turk the dilfeulty would bo of exactly the 
opposite kind, and he would be slow to believe in the 

orsibility of the increase of buman numbers, which ia 
4 fact to which ho is’eatirely unaccustomed in his own 
experience. 

byionsly there con be no fixe@and unconquerablo 
tendency inthe human species to ieltiply iteelf. Lf 
that waa 60, us Alexander wished new wworlda to sub- 
due, our ruce would require nev apy. 
‘The general fact which we obsorve, in the long history 
of the world, ia, thut tho numbers of men romain sta- 
tionery, the contrary fact of increase being excoptional 
in time and locality. Tho capacity to increase, looking 

ly to the power of procreation, ia constant, but nom- 
bere are limited uléo by the meusnro ef the means of 
subsistence, and theee are only eularged by the open- 
ing of now areas to occupation, or by the advance of 
civilization upon old areas, There bisw, probably been 
no augmentation of tho numbers of mipkind in the Old 
World siaze the Christian era. ‘The civilization of the 
Caucasian race bas only changed ite routs, and the 
douse present population of Western Europe is only 
the equivalent for that of tho old Roman Empire, 

‘Tho negro race is not on increasing one, either in 
Africa or in uny of the regions to which 1t bas be 
transported, with the solitary exception of the slaves 
in this country. Tho free nogroes in overy purt of the 
continent of America, and on all its ndjacent islands, 
aro cither declining or stationary in numbere, with the 
solitary exception of the United States, and oven here 
their increase ia scarcely appreciable. ‘In Hayti, they 
are believed to have diminished one-balf within seventy 
yeure. In Jawaica and the British colonies, if their 
ninnbers have been kept up since the epoch of eman- 
cipation, it bus ouly been by importations. In Cuba, 
their increment ie not oquaf to the number of manu: 
missions. In Mexico and South Awerica, it is the 
same, ‘Lhe free negro docs not multiply anywhere, 
but as a gencral rnlo is dying out aud diedppeuring. 

‘The exception, elight as itis, hus been in this coun 
try, and the natural increase of the free negro, bas 
already been substuutially checked here, and there is 
ovory reaxon to believe, would be changed into # posi- 
tive ond rapid deoreage, by any considcrable measure 
of emancipation. ae 

‘Tho incrense of free pleco raiacd in this country 
from 1850 to 1860 wus at the following rates:

How much of it is by nataral increase may be deter- 
mined with proximate, although not exuct, accuracy. 

‘Tho number of elayes becoming free by escape was, 
in 1850, by the cengus of that year, 1,011, and im 1860, 
by the censns of that year, 803, ‘By averaging those 
niwnbers, we have for the whole decado 9,070, which 
is at Ieaat equal to all the colored persone who have 
left the country within that Lime. ‘There was scarce 
any emigration of that kind prior to the census of 1860, 
oxcopt of the fogitive eluves themeclyes, who seck 
Conuda ne a place of refnge. Fiom 182) to 1852, a 
period of thirty-two years, only 2,720 free colored per- 
bons had left all the States for Liberin. ‘Of late there 
hus been come emigration of such persons to Moxico 
and the West India Islands, to avoid tho stringency of 
the covere legislation ngainst freo negroes in ome of 
the Slave States. Bnt without going into unnecessary 
niceties of calculation, it is apparent that the e2- 
capes from Slavery during the decade from 1850 will 
not only bulance “all the colored emigration of free 
pereone, but alo the number of euch persons reduced 
toelavery by kidnapping, or by those modern laws of 
some of the States under which free persons ure occu 
sionally eold into the condition of servitude. 

‘There remnina, then, to bo deducted from the in 
erense of the irev colored, in order lo determine their 
natusul increase, the number gained by manumiseions, 
‘These nmoanted, in 150, by the censie of that year,

two-fiftie per cent. This is between oue-fourth aud 
ono-fifth of the natural increase of the claves, which 
Waa quite 24) per cont, viz: 21} por cont, as exhibited 
by the census, and 1 per cent lost by escapes and man-

‘This small natural increase of tho free colored race, 
as compared with either the slave or the white popa- 
lation, has, of course, always beon known to etatists. 
It is cusily’ demonstrated us'n matter of uctual figures, 
and the causca of it are not obscare, but ueither the 
fact itvelf nor the legitimuto inferences from it have 
been sufficiently insisted upon, or attracted the atton- 
tion (boy deserve. 

It is not possible to determine exnetly how mnch the 
free colored race has gainod by natural increase since 
1790, but considering that the Whole increase has been 
ess than that of the whites, ond that the additions to 
their number been co-great by cacapes from Slaves 
ry und by wanumiesions, which Were numerous iu the 
curly history of the country {including the sweeping 
manumiesions by laws abolishing Slavery in any 
States,) the natural increase must obviously bave been 
small.” As wo have elready seen, it did not probably 
reuch 6 per cent daring the last decade. 

Daring the decade ending in 1250, tho inorease of the 
free colored race from all causes (including ezenpes 
from Slavery aud manumissions) wus ia the Blive 
States, only ten and one-hulf per cont, and in the Free 
State, only fourteen and one-tonrth per cent. 

In New-Englaud, from 1340 to 1850, tbe colored 
race increased u fraction less than two per cent; froin 
1850 to 1860, a fraction more than four per cent; end 
in the half century from 1310 to 1860, ouly twenty per 
cent, or one-fiflin,

From the tine 
that the capacity to bear children begins with their 
women to the time when it ends, it isin full activity, 
and us if the natural passion stimulating t 
(unrestrained as it is in the cago of tho sla:

avarice of masters, Who #eo an increase of their wealth 
in on increase of their hurun stock, it ix farther 
stimulated by rewards, and p rda. Fro 
here to the Gulf of Mexico, mLry in one vast 
breeding-ground for negroes, and mude sd by the fact 
Slavery, und by nothing else 
Wo know by statistics, whorever we cun got at them 
(es in Sonth Carolin), that the proportion of births to 
the living among slaves, yustly excceda what it is 
nong the free, If tlaves do not incrense to fast ag 
ue free, it is becanse natural increase depends upon 
Toogevity, as well as upon the proportion of births to 
the living, and because longevity dependa upon the 
condition ‘of comfort (inclading nll the circumstances 
of food, clothing, ehelter, medical aid, exposure, and 
hardship), in which peoplo live, If the condition of 
the slaves is not improved by emancipation (and thoss 
who oppose ewan: say it will be made vastly 
Woree), their longevity will remnin the same as it fs 
now, and the proportion of births to the living being 
reduced to the ordinary proportion among the free, that 
increaso of their nombers which we now witness will 
cease, or be changed into a positive diminution. 
Nothing is better established, cither asa matter of 
fuct, or as a matter of reusoning, than thnt, if two 
races in a condition of freedom ure intermingled in the 
eame community, it is the superior race which, by its 
greater command of the means of comfoi ewbisiet- 
ence, will eupplant the inferior. This happens in thet 
same really benoficont order of nature, which is mat 
fested in the animal and vegetable kingdoms. Jn man, 
thin order can only be defeated by the sarvitude of the 
inferior race. So well is this nuderatood, indeed, that 
many of the apologists of Slavery foand an argument 
npon it in favor of tbeir system, addreased to an anre- 
flecting sympathy. It is ‘ly euslaving only,” pite- 


ously exclaims Chancellor Harper of South Carolina, 
that wa “can preserve!’ tho oegry, ‘The antagonism 


of races,” saya De Bow, ‘is working Iteelf ont in 
every instance where two races are put in collision, by 
the ‘quickor or slower extinction of the inforior or 
feobler race. Tho only exceptions to this rnle which 
tho world bas over soen, aro where the beneficent sys 
tem of Slavery has come to the rescue and protection 
of the tweaker race.” (Regoarces of the South und 
Weat, vol. 2, page 203. am 

Undoubtedly, the multiplication of the African race, 
aa Wo now wituern it, is a eerious element in ‘determin 
ing what is practicable to be done, It is an important 
fact, but it is not u fixed fuct. It ia an optional fact. 
We'can have it otherwise, if wo so will it. Just co 
fast and eo far aa slaves are emancipated, will the rate 
of the increase of negross diminish, aud if emancipa- 
tion becomes nnivoreal, they will cease to increase at 
all, and inall probubility begin to decrease, even with- 
out the ald of measures of colonization. The difficulty 
is hus not inherent and hopeless, but curable, and by 
a simplo and obvious remedy, and by o remedy too, 
which is likely to be applied to aome extent in and by 
tho present couree of events, with or without sny pro- 
cize national determination fo that effect, 

In the condition of tho institution of Slavery in this 
country, 08 this generstion shas known it,and prior 
to the present attempted revolntion at the South, it in- 
volved so vast a property interest, that no man prac- 
tically wise expected that thoao who had the control of 
it wonld give it up. “ fas ever any people," asked 
Senator Hammond of South Curoling, ‘twenty yeura 
ago, ‘civilized or savage, persuaded by any argu- 
ment, Auman or divine te surrerder-volustartiy”™ 
sogrest A sum As one thousond millions of dollars. 
Undoubtedly not, and when the oue thousand millions 
became two thoueand millions, and oven more, by the 
increeo in the numbers and value of slaves, the caco 
became etill more palpably hopeless. Human nature 


aust undergo very radical changes before meu cum be 
moved by rhetoric, or persuaded by figures, to give w 
their fortunes. ‘ BBY, So Wye RP. 


will conse to 
i enuity, ollront- 
ery aud pertinacity, to propagate delusions 60° ubeurd,, 
that even babit and iteration ean only partially account 
for their long success. We shall no longer hear that 
white men cannot Libor at the South, in the face of the 
known truth that wore white men than black men do 
actually Isbor there, and that even in New-Orleans, 
it is by white mon, und not by black men, thut 
the coverest bodily’ tasks are _perfo Wo 
shall no longer hear that the Cancassian cannot 
flourish in America within the same isothermal linc 
which buve embraced for thousands of yeura the regions 
of his highest development on the other side of the 
Atlantic. We shull no longer bear that emancipation 
will lose to tho Norih that Southern trade which hns 
enriched it, when wo know well that that trade would 
be immensurably increased, if our Sonthorn States 
with their admirablo climate and goil, and miverals and 
foreats, only hud that diversity cf population and 
variety of occnpation which free and intelligent labor 
would give to them. Wo ehall no longer hear that it 
is dangerous to.free a race of men, distinguished above 
all other-races on the face of the globe for te docility 
with which they submit to control, who have been 
enslayed 0 long on account of that special character- 
istic, and who would not bo slaves to-day if it was 
dangerous to free them, and in the face of a thirty 
yeara’ experience of their perfect enbordination to law 
fo Britich colonies, in which they constitate four-fifths 
of the population, instead of one-third as in the South- 
ern States. All diflicultics will vanish, or be overcome, 
when the country really desires to’ put an end to 
Slavery. Whore there id a will, there la a way. 


NOTES ON THE NEW-YORK STATE 


FAIR. 


By Our Own Reporter. 
Warmnrows, Tusadsy, Sopt. 17, 1061. 

‘There is enough to be acen and heard at this Pair to 
recompense any farmer in the Stste for the expenss of 
timo and money in making the journey, yet but fow of 
tho class most in need of the information canbe induced 
to make a long joarney for such a purpose, A farmer 
with his whole family will turn ont in hia own county, 
and it is likely that more thau three-fourtha of all in 
Jeliorson County will visit this Fair during Wednes- 
day, Thursday, and Friday, together with large nam- 
vera from all the adjoining counties, aud from Canada; 
and every one, I trast, will go home wiser than he 
came. certainly shall. Lattended tho first Pair of 
the Society, held at Syracuse, in “1841, Every year 
since I haye beon able to learn eomething new—some- 
thing beneficial to me us a farmer, or comething that I 
could communicate to others to their advantage. I 
shall try to profit equally by what [see here. I have 
ceen one thing to-day which I wish every farmer, and 
every man who ever drives oxen, or handlee cattle in 
any Way, could nee as I have geen, Here isa boy, per- 
haps 16 years old, training und handling eix steers, not 
‘et two yeura old, with all the ease that au oxperiouced 

ankee ox-driver handles a single pair while in the 
yoke; and he bns no yoke, nor rope, nor does he apoal: 
4 word scarcely above alond whisper, and only ovca- 
sionally strikes a blow that would raite a blister upon 
the ekin of a child. All bis acts are based npon the 
laws of kindness, with a firm determiuation that all 
his orders mnst be obeyed. Now he brings up a siogle 
pair as though yoked together; then two yoke; then 
three; then he mismatches all of them as though he 
were about to yoke the olf ox on the near side. ‘Then 
he changea places, and puts odd onestogether; thenhe 
unyokes, if I may uee the term, when he does not use 
a yoke, ull of them, and brioga them up in 
lind like s platoon of soldiers, wad with greater 
prec than any ‘awkward squad.” Then he 
trains them round by two and threes, or drops 
out weingle one aud order him to a new place by & 
motion of bia small whip, or, as it scemed to me, often 
by u mero eftort of his will that he desired # change of 
position. Foran hour that L stood watching, 

Was another pair of older steera etanding just 

the circle of his operationa, putioutly waiting their 
turn, until come ono asked: “ Can yon handle eight ge 
well’as six?” 1 could,” he modestly replicd, “if 
my whip was alittle longer. I cun't reach the ontaide 
oue, Whon in line, with this short whip, but I will 
try.” And so he did; and notwithstanding the short 
whip, all were managed with the utmost euse, and all 
who saw were taught a lesson which none ecomed to 
tire of learning. { hope they will profit by it. Will 
thoes who rend alae nrolt eo far us to parece. the sme 
couree i ning all domestic animals. ‘Tench your 
boys, too, to yoke up the young steers, to use them 
kindly, with patient perséverauce, to make them ag 
bidable as this boy bus these now on exhibition, and 
then they will make good, and valuable oxeu. 

‘Phe stock on exbivition is not remarknble this year 
in all its branches. There aro some good animals in 
euch clues, euch ns will tempt owners of scrubs to 
make improvement. ‘The Morgan horses ure not in tho 
asceniant as much os I expected to seo, aud 
not us much ug at the first Stato Fair beld hero, 

this Morgan-horse region; and Tum seaured thut 
this breed ia not as poplar ae it wus a few years ago; 
that a good many people now fully indore the doc- 
trine of Taz Tranusy, that some other blood of a 
larger strain of horees must be infazed into the Mor- 
gun stock, to make the most valuable furm-horses. ‘This 
is evidenced hera by the udmiration bestowed upon 
soverul fine stallions of other breeds, im preforonce to 
those of the Morgan stock. 

In horned cattle, L find Durhams, Devons, Ayrshires, 
woll represented with specimen unimals, but not ia 
Inrge numbers, 'Thoge wre gome representatives of 
tho pure Holland st&ek, curiously marked by being 
colored black, with white bands uround their middle, 
imported by A, Holbert of Goshen, Orange County, 
where their breed and croes from it with putive stock 
have proved most yaluuble milkers. One of the noted 
characteristics of this breed ia their great docility, and 
richness of milk, being, like the Aldorney, better 
ednpted to family use, or belter duirios, than for fur- 
bishing milk for eile. 

‘The moat marked feature in the bovine part of this 
show ia the large number aud high character of tho 
grade cattle, bowing what vast benefit ove or two 
such men as Mfr, Hnogerford, or Mr. Brodie, may con- 
fer upon the county of their residence. ‘Tbe marke of 
the improved stock which they introduced hore ure 
now doveloped, and prove that it bas added mach 
wealth to the country, I hops that the sicht of the 
stock now exhibited by Mr Hungerford will induce a 
Great many who way tee, it to determine toimprove 
their own. This is the advantage of theae exhibitions. 

‘The greatest improvement in the live-stock part of 
the show is the awine. I have never seen eo Lai 
number of beautiful—I ge the word thooghcfully— 
hogs together us I have ecen to-day. The particular 
breed is a croas of Saffoll nnd Yorkshire, which up- 
peara peculiarly well wdapted to dairy farming, and 
comes to a aize of 200 pounds live weight at six months 
old, with scarcely any other feed than milk. The 
color of the huir—what there is to be ceen—is whitich, 
but the prominent color of many of thom is piokish or’ 
“Jesh color,"' and the bair in in very emall usally; 
and gs for bristles, if we wore dependent upoa 


breed, we shonld have to learn to do withont sowed 
hoes, or furnish the ehoemskers a metallic substitute 
for pointing their waxed-enda. Thia peculiar breed of 
hogs has become almost aniversal umong the best farm- 
ers of this county, and baa added largely to the profits 
of pix feeding. While looling at, tess pigs, which 
are always in a fit condition for the butcher, we learned 
the wholo art of profitable pig-feeding and pork-mak- 
ing from ovo of the exhibitors. It is 60 concize, that I 

can afford togive my roaders the whole cecret in dotails 

“Bo sure to get a good breed, and feed well.”” 

That is all; there isno more. Learn those words, 
and the whole is learned, | You have mustered the art 
of pork-malking, and making it profitably. 

Of sheep, the oxhibition ts not large; bat it contains 
representatives of each claes—Long-\Wool, Fine-Wool, 
Middle-Wool; in monstrous animals of Leicester, or 
kindred breeds; in small Sicilians, and Spanish Afer- 
nos, or larger French Merinoa; and in Southdowns, 
the perfection of sheop symmetry. Also, in grades or 
crossea of each of thezo upon the native atock of the 
country. There are come remarkably fine epecimena 
of Sotthdowns from the farm of Samasl Thorne, in 
Datchesa County, and also from the farm of Mr. Alex- 
ander, in Kentucky. 

From all wo eee ond hear, we are more and more 
convinced that the farmers of this country are becom- 
ing satisfied of a fact which Tus Trinuxe has labored 
to imprevs upon Yiem—that is that itis mot profitable 
to grow wool for wool alone, bnt that it is eo where 
mutton is valuable, And that that breed is tho most 
protitablo to keop that will furnish both wool and meat 
Jn such proportions and of euch quality as will be al- 
ways salable. Can any one look upon these South- 
downe und donbt for s moment that that is the perfec- 
tion of a breed for any farmer who lives convenient to 
a large city market 7 

SECOND DAY. 
Warmsronn, Wedserday, Sept. 12, 1861. 

Poultry is euificiently abondant to attract a constant 
crowd around tho bnilding where it is located, and the 
remarks that I hear, particularly from women aud 
children, give evidence that they consider some of 
those exhibited far superior to those at home, and that 
they ore determined to improve in this line. Mr. 
Avery of Madicon County bas come of that mammoth 
breed of black turkeya such as be eont to the Prea- 
ident lust Spring, of 40 ponnds weight, and the in- 
guiry by one boy of bis futher shows how all bora 
feel when they seo such things: “Say, fathor, what is 
the reason we can't ruise such turk 
our old acruba? If you'll 
beat these in a year or tw 

‘The saine feeling crops ont, here and there, all 
throngh tho crowd, in regard {to all kinds of stock. 
Durhams and other improved cattle are not 20 much of 
a curiosity ns they were ten years ago, but still ye are 
constuntly reminded that they are objects of great ud- 
miration. The dullest mind can comprehend that thoy 
area great improvement. Farmers, however, need a 
Great many such exbibitiona as this to bring them up 
to the point of uetion that will work an entire change 
in the stock of America, Already the qnantity of 
Durharh bjood is eo great at the West that the average of 
the bullocks sent to New-York murkete are a year 
younger and 150 pounds heavier than they were ton 
Jens ago. SuckMfacta re being learned slowly by 
those who attend these fairs, aud see with their own 
eyoa the'great improyement in the breeds of cattle,

abroad might seo what thero was for cale, Bat they 
are not here. Icount 53 checsesand 47 packages of 
butter, Some of these cheeses, However, are of the 
mnmmoth order. Several of them ure enid to weigh 
600 pounds each, and soveral over 100 pounds; and 
few ure under 50 pounds, 

Although this is a maple sugar region, aud liberal 
prizes aro offered, the show is very stall. I gee 
only two or three specimens of honey: That, howaver, 
is ns good aa I ever saw, and Tam told this bas beeu a 
good season for bees, 

‘The show of vegetables is simply contemptible—nn- 
worthy of notice in the emallest county show in the 
Blate. Lf this branch cannot be improved, it bad bet- 
tor be raled off all futare prize list 

Tho fruit show issuch that it gives a true index of 
the crop. It is decidedly deficient in this part of the 
State. Without Elwauger & Barry's collection from 

Rochester, and other Durecrymen of that place and 
Syracuse, who show fine collections, the show would 
be too email to notice, 

A windmill, constructed entirely of iron, which is 
sold for $40, ‘aud can be ect up on a building or post 
anywhere about the farm, should attract, as it does, a 
great deal of attention, becaug it is a great laboreay- 
ing machine. Ono can be vesd to pump weter, turn 
the grindstone, charn the milk, eat the straw, av tho 
wood, und a great many other things.
